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Obama considers holding 
some detainees indefinitely

WASHINGTON — The White House 
is considering whether to issue an execu- 
tive order to indefinitely imprison a small 
number of Guantanamo Bay detainees, 
concerned that Congress might other- 
wise stymie its plans to quickly close the 
naval prison in Cuba. 

Under the proposal, detainees con- 
sidered too dangerous to prosecute or 
release would be kept in confinement in 
the U.S. or possibly overseas, two admin- 
istration officials said Friday. Otherwise, 
the White House could get bogged down 
for months seeking agreement with Con- 


gress on a new legal detention system. 

No final decisions have been made 
about the order, which would be the 
fourth major mandate by President 
Barack Obama to deal with how the 
United States treats and prosecutes ter- 
ror suspects and foreign fighters. 

One of the officials said the order, if 
issued, would not take effect until after 
the Oct. 1 start of the 2010 budget year. 
Already, Congress has blocked the ad- 
ministration from spending any money 
this year to imprison the detainees in the 
United States — which in turn could slow 
or even halt Obama’s pledge to close the 
prison by Jan. 21.

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U.K. bases 
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CENTCOM: No ban on MRAPs in Iraqi cities

ARLINGTON, Va. — There 
is no ban on U.S. troops riding 
in MRAP vehicles in Iraqi cit- 
ies, according to U.S. Central 
Command. 

The Washington Post report- 
ed on Friday that new, restric- 
tive guidelines would prohibit 
U.S. troops from using MRAPs 


in Iraqi cities during daylight 
hours as of July 1. Stars and 
Stripes printed the Post story in 
its Saturday Mideast and Europe 
editions. 

A CENTCOM spokesman said 
the story is wrong. 

“Servicemembers remain- 
ing in Iraq WILL be able to use 
MRAPs, without restriction,” 
Navy Capt. Jack Hanzlik said in 


an e-mail. “GEN. [Ray] Odierno 
has been very clear, ‘Security 
of our forces is paramount.’ His 
staff has pushed an aggressive 
internal communication effort 
so every troop understands they 
are authorized to use MRAPs.” 

In a follow-up story Saturday, 
the Washington Post reported 
that the military said there was 
no ban on using MRAPs, but it 


also said that four Army officers 
had received written guidance 
about such a ban. 

Two of those officers said they 
had received no guidance to the 
contrary as of Saturday morning, 
according to the newspaper. 

But Hanzlik said neither Odier- 
no nor any subordinate command 
issued any guidance that restrict- 
ed U.S. troops’ use of MRAPs.

The administration also is con- 
sidering asking Congress to pass 
new laws that would allow the 
indefinite detentions, the official 
said. 

Both the officials spoke Friday 
on condition of anonymity be- 
cause they were not authorized 
to discuss the still-tentative issue 
publicly. The possibility of an ex- 
ecutive order was first reported 
by the investigative group Pro- 
Publica and The Washington 
Post. 

Christopher Anders, senior leg- 
islative counsel for the American 
Civil Liberties Union’s Washing- 
ton office, said the organization 
opposes any plans for indefinite 
detention of prisoners. 

“We’re saying it shouldn’t be 
done at all,” he said Friday. 

Without legislative backing, an 
executive order is the only route 
Obama has to get the needed 
authority. 

In a statement Friday night, 
Senate Republican leader Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky cast 
doubt that Congress would ap- 
prove funding for transferring or 
imprisoning detainees in the U.S. 
without detailed plans on how it 
would work. 

Lawmakers this month blocked 
$80 million the administration 
had requested for transferring 
the detainees. Without the money, 
Obama’s order can’t be carried 
out. 

“Bipartisan majorities of Con- 
gress and the American people 
oppose closing Guantanamo with- 
out a plan, and several important 
questions remain unanswered,”

McConnell said. He said Obama 
demanded the transfers “before 
the administration even has a 
place to put the detainees who are 
housed there, any plan for military 
commissions, or any articulated 
plan for indefinite detention.” 

Obama’s order would apply 
only to current detainees at 
Guantanamo. 

There are 229 detainees cur- 
rently being held at Guantanamo. 
So far, 11 are expected to be tried 
in military tribunals, and at least 
one — Ahmed Ghailani, a Tan- 
zanian accused in two American 
embassy bombings a decade ago 
— has been transferred to United 
States for prosecution by a civil- 
ian federal court in Manhattan. 

Still others, including four Chi- 
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nese Muslims known as Uighurs 
who were transferred to Bermuda 
this month, have been sent to for- 
eign nations. The Obama admin- 
istration is trying to relocate as 
many as 100 Yemeni detainees to 
Saudi Arabia for rehabilitation. 

Obama said last month he was 
looking at continued impris- 
onment for a small number of 
Guantanamo detainees whom he 
described as too dangerous to re- 
lease. He called it “the toughest 
issue we will face.” 

It’s not clear how many detain- 
ees could fall into that category. 
Defense and Justice department 
officials have privately said at 
least some could be freed at trial 
because prosecutors would be 
reluctant to expose classified evi- 


dence against the detainees. Some 
of that evidence also might be 
thrown out because of how it was 
obtained — potentially by cruel, 
inhuman or degrading treatment. 

A Pentagon task force is cur- 
rently reviewing every case to 
see which are eligible for transfer 
or release, which ones could face 
trial in civilian U.S. courts, which 
are best suited to some version of 
a military commission and which 
are believed to be too dangerous 
to free. 

Underscoring the difficulty of 
where to send the detainees be- 
fore Guantanamo closes, a senior 
Defense official said some detain- 
ees who were picked up as enemy 
combatants cannot be charged 
with war crimes or terrorism 
even though they are believed to 
pose a threat. If no country volun- 
teers to take them, traditional law 
of war authority allows the U.S. 
government to hold them until the 
end of hostilities, said the official, 
who also spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

Civil rights advocates and 
constitutional scholars accused 
Obama of parroting the deten- 
tion policies of former President 
George W. Bush. 

“Prolonged imprisonment 
without trial is exactly the Guan- 
tanamo system that the president 
promised to shut down,” Shayana 
Kadidal, a lawyer for the Center 
for Constitutional Rights, said in 
a statement Friday. 

He added: “If the last eight 
years have taught us anything, 
it’s that executive overreach, left 
to continue unchecked for many 
years, has a tendency to harden 
into precedent.”

Experts: China 
shifting policy 
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on North Korea

North Korea’s most crucial ally 
is exploring shifts in its policy to- 
ward the authoritarian regime, 
experts on East Asian relations 
said last week. 

China hasn’t taken any major 
actions against North Korea be- 
yond signing the U.N. resolution 
condemning Pyongyang’s May 
25 nuclear test and calling for un- 
forced inspections of suspected 
weapons cargo.

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U.S. and Iraqi experts are developing a plan to preserve the ancient city and build a local tourism industry

HILLAH, Iraq 
he remains of what was once the 
greatest city in the world occu- 
py a vast site on the bank of the 
Euphrates River. 

Their roots go back 3,800 years to 
when the city of Babylon was the heart 
of a Mesopotamian empire, and the 
remnants include great slabs of stone 
that are said to be the remains of King 
Nebuchadnezzar’s castle. A giant stone 
lion guards one end of the fortifications, 
but the most stunning remnants were 
removed by European archaeologists in 
the early 20th century. 

Now soldiers with the 172nd Infan- 
try Brigade are exploring the ruins as 
part of a U.S.-Iraqi effort to preserve the 
ancient city and plan for the return of 
Western tourists. 

Members of the brigade’s 2nd Battal- 
ion, 28th Infantry Regiment escorted a 
group of U.S. heritage tourism experts 
to the ruins last week for the first of sev- 
eral visits to develop a preservation and 
tourism plan for the area. 

U.S. and coalition troops have been 
criticized in the past for damaging and 
contaminating artifacts. In a 2006 re- 
port, the head of the British Museum’s 
Near East department said that, among 
other things, military vehicles crushed 
a 2,600-year-old brick pavement, and 
sand and archeological fragments were 
used to fill military sandbags. 

Now the rapidly improving security 
situation in surrounding Babil province 
has persuaded the U.S. State Depart- 
ment and the Iraqi State Board of An- 
tiquities and Heritage to embark on the 
preservation project, dubbed the Future 
of Babylon Project. 

The State Department and the World 
Monuments Fund have committed

$700,000 to the project, which will see 
U.S. and Iraqi experts develop a plan 
to preserve the site and develop a local 
tourism industry, said Diane Siebrandt, 
the U.S. Embassy’s cultural heritage 
officer. 

The Babylon project is one of several 
that the State Department is involved in 
to conserve ancient sites in partnership 
with the Iraqi government, she said. 

Two people with expertise developing 
tourism plans for historic sites in third- 
world nations, Gina Haney and Jeff 
Allen, have been employed by the State 
Department to run the U.S. side of the 
project. They visited the ruins for the 
first time last weekend. 

Haney said the pair will involve the 
local community in the plan’s develop- 


ment, as they did with a similar project 
encouraging Western tourists to visit 
Ghana’s Gold Coast. 

“You could throw money at it and do 
all this work, but unless you can create 
a sustainable situation, your opportuni- 
ties for tourism will run out,” Allen said. 
“The idea is to develop something that is 
going to be here 30 to 40 years from now 
and has benefits for the local people. We 
don’t want something that will only ben- 
efit outsiders.” 

The Iraqi government will be involved 
in the planning as well. 

“If you have 200,000 people a year 
coming to this site, you will have people 
staying at hotels, visiting restaurants, 
buying souvenirs,” Allen said. “The site 
is in Some ways a revenue generator for 


the local community.” 

Babylon could be comparable to the 
Egyptian pyramids, which draw mil- 
lions of tourists each year. But the area 
lacks the tourist infrastructure that has 
been built at sites such as the pyramids, 
he said. 

“There is nothing for tourists here, 
but if you interpret and present it in the 
right way, you can spark interest,” he 
said. 

Allen, who has experience design- 
ing walkways and signs for other heri- 
tage sites, said detailed planning won’t 
happen until authorities have worked 
out how best to preserve the ruins. The 
crumbling rocks of the original city are 
surrounded by more elaborate and mod- 
ern fortifications, including a mazelike 
collection of interior walls built on top of 
genuine ruins during Saddam Hussein’s 
time. 

“Some of the past restoration work 
hasn’t been very good,” he said. “Sad- 
dam was trying to inherit the power of 
the ancients and continue that legacy. 
His restoration methods helped rein- 
force that vision of himself, and he cre- 
ated a pattern of restoration and repair 
work that benefited a certain agenda.” 

One of the 172nd soldiers who vis- 
ited the ruins, 1st Lt. Bryan Kelso, 24, 
of Jacksonville, Fla., walked in wonder 
near the ancient stones. 

“It’s amazing to be surrounded by this 
history. To think that we are standing 
where Alexander the Great has been,” 
he said, referring to the great Macedo- 
nian conqueror who died in Babylon. 
“Babylon is one of the oldest and first 
civilizations known to man. They cre- 
ated the wheel and the first calendars. 
Everybody coming here gets a sense of 
what this place really is and how it all 
traces back.”

TRIESTE, Italy — The United 
States has announced a new drug 
policy for opium-rich Afghani- 
stan, saying it was phasing out 
funding for eradication programs 
while significantly increasing its 
funding for alternate crop and 
drug interdiction efforts. 

The U.S. envoy for Afghanistan, 
Richard Holbrooke, told The As- 
sociated Press on Saturday that 
eradication programs  weren’t 
working and were only driving 
farmers into the hands of the 
Taliban. 

“Eradication is a waste of 
money,” Holbrooke said on the 
sidelines of a Group of Eight 
foreign ministers’ meeting on 
Afghanistan, during which he 
briefed regional representatives 
on the new policy. 

The G-8 ministers “strongly ap- 
preciated” the shift, which also in- 
cludes an increase in annual U.S. 
funding for agricultural develop- 
ment from a few million dollars 
to a few hundred million dollars, 
said Foreign Minister Franco 
Frattini of Italy, the current G-8 
president. 

Officials at Afghanistan’s Interi- 
or Ministry and Counternarcotics 
Ministry could not immediately 
be reached for comment. 

Afghanistan is the world’s lead- 
ing source of opium, cultivating 
93 percent of the world’s heroin- 
producing crop. The United Na- 
tions has estimated the Taliban 
and other Afghan militants made 
$50 million to $70 million on last 
year’s opium and heroin trade. 

The U.N. drug office said in a 
report last week that opium cul- 
tivation dropped 19 percent last 
year, but was still concentrated 


in southern provinces where the 
Taliban insurgency is strongest. 

The head of the U.N. drug office, 
Antonio Maria Costa, told the G-8 
meeting that the dip in cultivation 
was welcome “though vulnerable 
to relapse” without concerted 
international efforts to assist 
farmers in abandoning poppy cul- 
tivation to harvest other crops. In 
addition, law enforcement opera- 
tions must be increased to disrupt 
drug markets, production labs 
and convoys, he said. 

Holbrooke said the U.S. planned 
to do just that with its new policy 
shift. 

“We’re essentially phasing out 
our support for crop eradication 
and using the money to work on 
interdiction, rule 
of law, alternate 
crops,” he _ said.

Holbrooke said the previous 
U.S. policy to combat Afghan 
poppy, which focused on eradi- 
cation programs, hadn’t reduced 
“by one dollar” the amount of 
money the Taliban earned off cul- 

tivation and 
production.

were being cleared at too high a 
cost. 

The U.S. strategy of phasing 
out eradication in favor of agri- 
cultural development and drug 
interdiction “seems to be the win- 
ning strategy, and I’m glad that all 
of this has received support from 
the G-8 ministers,” Costa said.

as well as other countries in the 
region.” 

“Moreover, food insecurity and 
chronic poverty are root causes of 
civil instability and forced migra- 
tion,” it said in calling for expand- 
ed international cooperation in 
agriculture to boost employment 


and incomes and provide farm- 
ers with alternatives to poppy 
production. 

Holbrooke said the internation- 
al community wasn’t trying to tar- 
get Afghan farmers in its policies, 
just the Taliban militants who buy 
their crops. 

“The farmers are not our 
enemy, they’re just growing a 
crop to make a living,” he said. 
“Tt’s the drug system. So the U.S. 
policy was driving people into the 
hands of the Taliban.” 

Costa urged the internation- 
al community to put the same 
amount of economic emphasis on 
boosting the agricultural sector 
that it puts on combatting the Tal- 
iban insurgency militarily. 

“If this can be done, I believe 
that — and I’m optimistic — that 
the Afghan opium situation will 
improve dramatically,” he said. 

The shift in U.S. policy follows 
a steady decrease in the number 
of acres destroyed by eradication 
programs. 

According to the U.N. report, 
opium poppy eradication reached 
a high in 2003, after the Taliban 
were ousted from power, with 
over 51,900 acres eradicated. In 
2008, only 13,500 acres were cut 
down compared with 47,000 acres 
in 2007. 


Karzai: Taliban should vote in Afghan election

KABUL — President Hamid 
Karzai on Saturday called on Tal- 
iban and other militants to “vote 
for the president they want” in 
Afghanistan’s presidential elec- 
tion, while a Taliban spokesman 
said militants would “disrupt” the 
vote without harming civilians. 

Forty-one candidates are run- 
ning for president in the Aug. 20 
vote. A recent poll showed Karzai 
with a big lead over his opponents 
despite accusations of widespread 
government corruption and the 
bloody Taliban-led insurgency. 

“T call upon the Taliban to come 
and participate in Afghanistan’s 
election, to vote for and elect their 
future president,’ Karzai said at 
a news conference. 

The Taliban are not fielding 
candidates and have warned 


Afghans against voting in the 
election. A militant spokesman, 
Zabiullah Mujahid, said insur- 
gents will “try our best to disrupt 
the election” because the U.S. 
supports the election process. 

“Whatever is to the benefit to 
the Americans, we are against it,” 
Mujahid said. 

Mujahid said there would be 
no attacks on places where there 
would be civilian casualties, sug- 
gesting that polling stations would 
not be targeted. However, he said 
militants would disrupt the elec- 
tion, but he refused to say how. 

In the country’s latest violence, 
militants attacked a checkpoint 
just north of the provincial capi- 
tal of Helmand late Friday, killing 
eight police, said Daoud Ahamdi, 
the governor’s spokesman. He 
said it appeared some of the po- 
lice had a link with the militants 
and facilitated the attack. Two po-

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Iraqi leader 
urges unity 
before U.S. 

withdrawal

BAGHDAD — Iraq’s prime 
minister appealed for national 
unity on Saturday and the coun- 
try’s vice president said he was 
worried about deteriorating se- 
curity after more than 250 people 
were killed in the week before a 
U.S. withdrawal from cities. 

The Shiite prime minister, 
Nouri al-Maliki, blamed a series 
of bombings on the remnants of 
al-Qaida in Iraq and said they 
were aimed at triggering violence 
between Shiites and Sunnis. 

“Today we are in need of unity, 
as they have shown their teeth 
against us,” al-Maliki said of the 
extremists responsible for the at- 
tacks. “Our system falls when we 
return to sectarianism.” 

Nearly all the bombings and 
deaths in the past week have tar- 
geted Shiite areas, including the 
two deadliest attacks — a June 
20 bombing that killed 82 people 
outside a mosque in northern Iraq 
and another in the Shiite enclave 
of Sadr City that killed 78. 

Iraq nearly slipped into civil 
war two years ago and tens of 
thousands of people died in at- 
tacks between Sunni extremists 
such as al-Qaida and Shiite mi- 
litias and death squads. It was 
brought back from the brink by 
a huge influx of U.S. troops in 
2007 in what became known as 
the “surge.” 

As part of an apparent effort 
to deflate sectarian tensions, 
the United States late Friday re- 
leased its most important Shiite 
prisoner, a key aide to anti-Amer- 
ican cleric Muqtada al-Sadr. Shi- 
ites have been complaining that 
hundreds of prisoners, many of 
them militiamen and followers of 
al-Sadr, remain behind bars. 

Abdul-Hadi al-Daraji, one of 
al-Sadr’s closest political advis- 
ers, was arrested in January 2007 
at a mosque in Baghdad’s eastern 
Shiite district of Baladiyat. He 
was handed over by U.S. forces 
to Sami al-Askari, a senior aide 
to al-Maliki, inside Baghdad’s 
Green Zone and immediately 
released. 

“The only thing I can say is 
that I’m released,” al-Daraji said. 
“I can’t say more for the time 
being.” 

Vice President Tariq al-Hashi- 
mi, a Sunni, called in a statement 
posted on his Web site for “our 
people to be more cautious and 
avoid, whenever possible, crowd- 
ed areas unless there is some- 
thing important.” He also called 
on Iraqi security forces to beef 
up their presence in public areas, 
markets and mosques. 

U.S. and Iraqi officials have 
warned of a possible spike in vio- 
lence over the next week. 

Police and army units have 
been beefed up around Baghdad, 
especially around Sadr City, and 
furloughs for all security ser- 
vices have been canceled ahead 
of Tuesday, which has been de- 
clared a national holiday by al- 
Maliki’s government.

TEHRAN, Iran — President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad vowed Saturday to make the 
U.S. regret its criticism of Iran’s postelec- 
tion crackdown and said the “mask has 
been removed” from the Obama adminis- 
tration’s efforts to improve relations. 

Ahmadinejad — with his internal op- 
ponents virtually silenced — all but dared 
Obama to Keep calling for an end to re- 
pression of demonstrators who claim the 
hard-line leader stole re-election through 
massive fraud. 

“You should know that if you continue 
the response of the Iranian nation will 
be strong,” Ahmadinejad said in a speech 
to members of Iran’s judiciary, which is 
directly controlled by the ruling cler- 
ics. “The response of the Iranian nation 
will be crushing. The response will cause 
remorse.” 

Ahmadinejad has no authority to direct 
major policy decisions on his own — a 
power that rests with the nonelected the- 
ocracy. But his comments often reflect the 
thinking of the ruling establishment. 

The cleric-led regime now appears to 
have quashed a protest movement that 
brought hundreds of thousands to the 
streets of Tehran and other cities in the 
greatest challenge to its authority in 30 
years. There have been no significant 
demonstrations in days, and the most sig- 
nificant signs of dissent are the cries of 
“God is great!” echoing from the rooftops,

Iran had been stopping short of its nor- 
mally harsh language about the U.S., 
mostly blaming Britain and even France 
and Germany as Mousavi’s supporters 
demanded a new election.

SEOUL — North Korea threatened Sat- 
urday to shoot down any Japanese planes 
that enter its airspace, accusing Tokyo of 
spying near one of its missile launch sites. 

The North has designated a no-sail zone 
off its eastern coast from June 25 to July 10 
for military drills, raising concerns that it 
might test-fire short- or mid-range missiles 
in the coming days, in violation of a United 
Nations resolution. 

North Korea’s air force said Japan’s E- 
767 surveillance aircraft conducted aerial 
espionage near the Musudan-ri missile 
site on its northeast coast Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

An official from Japan’s Defense Ministry 
said the country’s planes regularly gather 
information on North Korea but declined to 
comment on the types of planes used or the 
locations monitored. He spoke on condition 
of anonymity, citing government policy. 

Also Saturday, North Korea accused 
South Korea of planning to participate in 
U.S.-led cyber-warfare exercises, calling it 
an “intolerable provocation.” 

The U.S. leads “Cyber Storm” exercises 
to test its defenses against computer hack- 
ers and invites officials from other countries 
to participate, but a South Korean Defense 
Ministry official said he had no information 
on the exercises. Calls to South Korea’s spy 
agency seeking comment went unanswered 
on Saturday. 


Search for crash victims ends 


SAO PAULO — Brazil has ended the 
search for more bodies from the Air 
France jet that crashed into the Atlantic 
Ocean last month, calling the task “impos- 
sible,” but the search for the jet’s flight re- 
corders will go on. 

Brazilian and French searchers have 
recovered large chunks of debris and 51 
bodies from Air France Flight 447, which 
disappeared with 228 people on board May 
31. Brazil’s air force and navy on Friday 
ended the search for bodies or debris. 

“The reason for this is the impossibility 
of finding survivors or bodies, which has 
always been the main focus of our search 
efforts,” Brazilian Air Force Col. Henry 
Munhoz said at news conference. 

But Munhoz said the search for the 
black boxes would continue “coordinated 
by France.” 

U.S. Air Force Col. Willie Berges, com- 
mander of U.S. military forces supporting 
the search, said searchers were likely to 
keep going 12 to 15 days past the 30-day 
mark of the crash. 


China building tips over, 1 dies 


BEIJING — Chinese state media report- 
ed that a 13-story apartment building under 
construction in Shanghai toppled over al- 
most intact, killing one worker. 

Footage on state broadcaster CCTV 
showed the whole building on its side. 

The official Xinhua News Agency said 
that a 28-year-old worker, surnamed Xiao, 
had gone into the building to get his tools 
and tried to jump out the window when the 
building fell. He was from Anhui province 
in eastern China. 

The accident Saturday morning oc- 
curred in the “Lotus Riverside” residential 
community in Minxing district. The cause 
is under investigation, Xinhua said.

COLUMBIA, S.C. — The de- 
tails of South Carolina Gov. Mark 
Sanford’s secretive trips to visit 
his lover in South America are 
being scrutinized by law enforce- 
ment officials at the request of 
some lawmakers and watchdog 
groups who fear taxpayer money 
could have been misused on his 
affair. 

On Thursday, Sanford agreed 
to reimburse the state for part of 
a more-than $8,000 tab that en- 
abled him to see his mistress on 
an official economic development 
trip to Argentina’s capital city. At 
a Cabinet meeting Friday, he told 
the head of the state Commerce 
Department he was sorry about 
the trip. 

The department had initially 
included only Brazil on the offi- 
cial itinerary but added meetings 
in Buenos Aires at the governor’s 
behest, said Kara Borie, a spokes- 
woman for the state Commerce 
Department. 

Sanford did conduct business 
in Buenos Aires. Borie said there 
were no specific economic devel- 
opment projects that have come 
from them, but added that “visits 
of this nature are not that uncom- 
mon,” and that results aren’t al- 
ways immediately evident. 

Critics called on the State Law 


Enforcement Division to inves- 
tigate state spending on the trip 
and whether Sanford broke laws 
by leaving on his latest visit to 
Argentina last Thursday without 
turning control over to the lieuten- 
ant governor. His staff told people 
who asked that he was hiking on 
the Appalachian Trail. 

“We also have to worry about 
whether this is the tip of the ice- 
berg. We don’t know what else is 
out there. We don’t know what’s 
going to come out tomorrow. We 
don’t know what’s going to come 
out next,” said state Sen. Jake 
Knotts, R-West Columbia. 

The law enforcement agency 
said it was reviewing Knotts’ re- 
quest, but “given the information 
we know, we do not believe that 
there will be a criminal investi- 
gation launched,” agency spokes- 
woman Jennifer Timmons said. 

Also calling for inquiries were 
the state chapter of government 
watchdog Common Cause and 
the Washington-based nonprofit 
Citizens for Responsibility and 
Ethics, which directed its request 
to the state ethics commission. 

Sanford apologized Friday to 
state agency heads and at one 
point likened his struggle to that 
of King David. Sanford said King 
David “fell mightily, fell in very, 
very significant ways, but then 
picked up the pieces and built 
from there.” 
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Obama urges Senate to pass climate bill

WASHINGTON — Hours after 
the House passed landmark legis- 
lation meant to curb greenhouse 
gas emissions and create an en- 
ergy-efficient economy, President 
Barack Obama on Saturday used 
his weekly radio and Internet ad- 
dress to ratchet up pressure on 
the Senate to and follow suit. 

“My callto every senator, as well 
as to every American, is this,” he 
said. “We cannot be afraid of the 
future. And we must not be pris- 
oners of the past. Don’t believe the 
misinformation out there that sug- 
gests there is somehow a contra- 
diction between investing in clean 
energy and economic growth.” 

The legislation would place the 
first national limits on emissions 
of greenhouse gases from major 
sources — such as power plants, 
factories and oil refineries — to 
reduce the gases linked to global 
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climate change. It would also 
start moving the U.S. away from 
fossil fuels and toward cleaner 
power sources such as geother- 
mal, wind, solar and more nucle- 


ar generators. 
Supporters and opponents 
agreed the legislation would 


lead to higher energy costs but 
disagreed on the impact on 
consumers. 

The Congressional Budget Of- 
fice estimated the bill would cost 
an average household $175 a year, 
while the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency said it would run 
between $80 and $110 a year. But 
some lawmakers and industry 
groups say the real figure would 
be much higher. 

Success will be tougher in the 
Senate. Majority Leader Harry 
Reid says he wants to take up the 
legislation by the fall. Sixty votes 
will be needed to overcome any 


Republican effort to delay or block 
a final vote through a legislative 
maneuver known as a filibuster. 

This “amounts to the largest 
tax increase in American his- 
tory under the guise of climate 
change,” declared Rep. Mike 
Pence of Indiana. 

In the Republicans’ weekly 
radio and Internet address, House 
Republican leader John Boehner 
of Ohio said, “By imposing a tax 
on every American who drives a 
car or flips on a light switch, this 
plan will drive up the prices for 
food, gasoline and electricity.” 

Obama said the measure would 
cost the average American about 
the price of a postage stamp per 
day. 

In California alone, Obama 
said, 3,000 people will be em- 
ployed to build a new solar plant 
that will create 1,000 permanent 
jobs.

NEW YORK — Bernard Madoff would be stripped 
of all his possessions under a $171 billion forfeiture 
order handed down only days before prosecutors 
seek to put the disgraced financier away in prison 
for the rest of his life. 

U.S. District Judge Denny Chin entered the pre- 
liminary order Friday, ruling that Madoff must give 
up his interests in all property, including real estate, 
investments, cars and boats. 

The forfeiture represents the total amount that 
could be connected to Madoff’s fraud, not the amount 
stolen or lost, and the order made clear that nothing 
prevents other departments or entities from seeking 
to recover additional funds. 

A call to Madoff’s lawyer, Ira Sorkin, after hours 
Friday was not immediately returned. In March, 
Sorkin said the government’s forfeiture demand of 
$177 billion was “grossly overstated — and mislead- 
ing — even for a case of this magnitude.” 

The 71-year-old Madoff pleaded guilty in March 
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Madoff to lose everything 


to charges that his investment advisory business 
was a massive Ponzi scheme. 

Acting U.S. Attorney Lev Dassin, who released a 
copy of the order Friday night, plans to seek a 150- 
year prison term at Madoff’s 
sentencing Monday. 

Ruth Madoff lost all interest 
in all property, including more 
than $80 million worth she 
claimed was hers, prosecutors 
said, leaving her $2.5 million. 

The agreements strip the 
Madoffs of all their interest in 

properties belonging to them, 
| including homes in Manhattan, 
Montauk, N.Y.,and Palm Beach, 
Fla., worth a total of nearly $22 
million. The Madoffs must also 
forfeit all insured or salable property in the homes.

Jena Six case ends with plea deal

JENA, La. — The Jena Six 
case, which once prompted a civil 
rights demonstration, saw the 
final chapter played out quietly. 

Five of the six answered “Yes, 
sir” Friday as state District Judge 
Tom Yeager asked them if they 
accepted the terms of a deal that 
included pleading no contest to 
misdemeanor simple battery. 

The charges against Carwin 
Jones, Jesse Ray Beard, Robert 
Bailey Jr., Bryant Purvis and 
Theo Shaw had previously been 
reduced from attempted murder 
to aggravated second-degree bat- 
tery after they were accused of 
beating and kicking schoolmate 
Justin Barker. Civil rights lead- 
ers railed against the harshness 
of the original charge, saying it 


was because the defendants were 
black and Barker was white. 

The plea deal gave the defen- 
dants seven days probation, a 
$500 fine and court costs. Mychal 
Bell, the sixth defendant, had 
previously pleaded guilty to a sec- 
ond-degree battery charge and 
received an 18-month sentence. 

As part of the deal, one of the 
attorneys read a statement from 
the defendants in which they said 
they Barker had not provoked the 
attack. 

“To be clear, not one of us heard 
Justin use any slur or say any- 
thing that justified Mychal Bell 
attacking Justin nor did any of us 
see Justin do anything that would 
cause Mychal to react,” the state- 
ment said. It also expressed sym- 
pathy for Barker and his family.

LOS ANGELES — Michael 
Jackson spent the last years of his 
life buried in debt. But the “King 
of Pop’s” death is likely to yield 
a financial bonanza more lucra- 
tive than any comeback tour ever 
could as fans snap up his music 
and memorabilia and perhaps 
one day get the chance to tour his 
Neverland home. 

“Quite frankly, he may be worth 
more dead than alive,” said Jerry 
Reisman, general counsel for the 
Hit Factory, a recording studio 
where Jackson produced his best- 
selling album “Thriller.”

This much is clear: Jackson’s 
heirs, music labels and opportun- 
ists will probably be mining his 
legacy for decades to come.

Twin Transformers raise race issues 





armless comic characters or racist 
robots? The buzz over the summer 
blockbuster “Transformers: Revenge 
of the Fallen” only grew Wednesday 
as some Said two jive-talking Chevy characters 
were racial caricatures. 

Skids and Mudflap, twin robots disguised 
as compact hatchbacks, constantly brawl and 
bicker in rap-inspired street slang. They’re 
forced to acknowledge that they can’t read. One 
has a gold tooth. 

As good guys, they fight alongside the Auto- 
bots and are intended to provide comic relief. 
But their traits raise the specter of stereotypes 
most notably seen when Jar Jar Binks, the 
clumsy, broken-English speaking alien from 
“Star Wars: Episode I — The Phantom Menace,’ 
was criticized as a caricature. 

One fan called the Transformers twins “Jar 
Jar Bots” in a blog post online. Todd Herrold, 
who watched the movie in New York City, called 
the characters “outrageous.” 

“Tt’s one thing when robot cars are racial 
stereotypes,” he said, “but the movie also had 
a bucktoothed black guy who is briefly in one 
scene who’s also a stereotype.” 

“They’re like the fools,” said 18-year-old 
Nicholas Govede, also of New York City. “The 
comic relief in a degrading way.” 

Not all fans were offended. Twin brothers 
Jason and William Garcia, 18, who saw the 
movie in Miami, said they related to the charac- 
ters — not their illiteracy, but their bickering. 

“They were hilarious,” Jason said. “Every 
movie has their standout character, and I think 
they were the ones for this movie.” 

In Atlanta, Rico Lawson said people were 
reading too much into the characters. “It was 
actually funny,” said Lawson, 25, who saw the 
movie with his girlfriend. 

That was the aim, director Michael Bay said 
in an interview. “It’s done in fun,” he said. “I 
don’t know if it’s stereotypes — they are robots, 
by the way. These are the voice actors. This 
is kind of the direction they were taking the 
characters and we went with it.” Bay said the

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Pythons slithering north? 


AIKEN, S.C. — One by one, 
seven slithering Burmese py- 
thons were dumped into a snake 
pit surrounded by 400 feet of 
reinforced fence at the Savan- 
nah River Ecology Lab in South 
Carolina. For the next year all of 
them will call this snake pit — an 
enclosed area of tangled brush 
and trees — home. 

Ecologists will track the py- 
thons, all captured in Florida, to 
determine if they can survive a

few hundred miles to the north. 

The fast-growing population of 
snakes has been invading south- 
ern Florida’s ecosystem since 
1992, when scientists speculate 
a bevy of Burmese pythons was 
released into the wild after Hur- 
ricane Andrew shattered many 
pet shop terrariums. 

Now scientists fear this invasive 
species is slithering northward. 

“They of course have an im- 
pact on native species,” said Whit 
Gibbons, a professor of ecology 
at the University of Georgia and

a member of the python project. 
“If you have a big old python eat- 
ing five times as much as another 
species that eats the same prey, 
it’s a competitive thing.” 

Mike Dorcas, a professor at Da- 
vidson College in North Carolina, 
has sliced open pythons in Flor- 
ida to find the remains of white- 
tailed deer, bobcats and large 
birds. One day before releasing 
the pythons into the pit, Dorcas, 
who is leading the experiment 
at the Savannah lab, implanted 
radio transmitters into all seven. 
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The transmitters enable scien- 
tists to keep track of the pythons’ 
location and allow them to hunt 
down any that manage to escape. 
The ecologists also inserted 
micro data loggers into each 
snake to record the internal tem- 
perature of the python every 
hour. After a year, Dorcas will 
remove the chips and download 
the information into a computer 
to discover how the snakes ther- 
moregulate in a cooler climate.

In a pen in UConn’s chicken house, 
Otu-Nyarko has spent hundreds of hours 
recording the birds. He uses sound en- 
gineering software to analyze the re-

The UConn researchers say 
the creation of a black box for 
chickens is perhaps five years 
off. Questions remain, such as 
whether chicken squawk is dif- 
ferent among different breeds 
or whether vocalizations might 
provide early warning of a 
disease such as bird flu. 

The researchers also say 

their work could help settle 
the dispute between ani- 
~ mal-rights supporters and 
large-scale animal farm- 
ers over housing chickens in 
small cages. 
~ In courtrooms, state legis- 
_latures and corporate ‘boardrooms 
nationwide, the Humane Society of the 
United States is fighting to ban “battery 
cages,” small enclosures that don’t let the 
chicken stand or flap its wings. 

For the UConn researchers, the pos- 
sibility of creating a black box for moni- 
toring chickens would bring further 
scientific objectivity to a highly emotional 
debate. 

“This type of research is a good way 
to find out — are they really stressed in 
cages?” said Darre, who is supervising 
the project. “We can get their vocaliza- 
tions when no humans are around and we 
can determine whether they are actually 
under a poor welfare condition or not.” 
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U.S. savings rate hits 
highest level since 93

WASHINGTON — Households raised 
their savings rate to the highest level in 
more than 15 years in May as many used a 
big boost in money from the government’s 
stimulus program to bolster nest eggs 
rather than to spend more. 

Still, with consumer spending expected 
to stay subdued, a sustained economic re- 
covery seems doubtful anytime soon. 

The biggest chunk of the income gain in 
May came from $250 payments for more 
than 50 million Americans receiving So- 
cial Security and other government benefit 
programs. In all, $13 billion of the one-time 
payments were mailed last month. 

Millions of other workers benefited 
from the tax-credit part of the $787 billion 
stimulus plan. That program provides up 
to $400 for individuals and up to $800 to 
married couples. Workers began receiv- 
ing that benefit in April in the form of less 
money withheld from pay, averaging about 
$10 per weekly paycheck. 

The bigger Social Security benefits 
pushed incomes up 1.4 percent in May, the 
biggest gain in a year. Yet it did not cause 
a similar jump in spending. Consumer 
spending rose only 0.3 percent. 

Instead, Americans used their govern- 
ment windfalls mainly to boost savings. 


FRIDAY’S MARKET SUMMARY 
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The personal savings rate, which was hov- 
ering near zero in early 2008, soared to 6.9 
percent in May. That was a 1.3 percentage- 
point gain from April and the highest rate 
since 1993. 

Private economists expressed concerns, 
saying the next few months will be vital in 
determining whether the stimulus package 
works. Many still think about two-thirds of 
the stimulus payments will end up being 
spent. That would be similar to the out- 
comes in previous government stimulus 
programs in 2001 and 2008. And it could 
deliver enough of an economic punch to 
end the recession. 

But analysts said high levels of layoffs 
or a further surge in energy prices could 
derail any recovery. Record-high energy 
prices last year dampened the effective- 
ness of a stimulus effort then. 

“The next three to six months will be 
the moment of truth that will determine 
whether the stimulus effort will be enough 
to break this very vicious cycle,” said 
Mark Zandi, chief economist at Moody’s 
Economy.com. “I am hoping that some- 
what firmer retail sales this summer and 
fall will convince businesses to scale back 
on their job cuts.” 

One concern is that the recession, which 
began in December 2007, has so rattled 
consumers that they will keep raising 
their savings rate to replenish their bank 





and investment 
accounts. ‘Those 
savings have been 
shredded by the 
fall in housing and 
stock prices. 

Some analysts say 
the savings rate could 
rise to 10 percent. But 
Nigel Gault, chief U.S. 
economist at IHS Global 
Insight, said he expects 
it to stabilize in coming 
months in the 6 percent 
to 7 percent range.

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Video game sales 
decline 23 percent

Video gaming, long considered 
to be at least somewhat reces- 
sion-proof, has suffered declin- 
ing sales in recent months, with 
May’s overall sales down 23 per- 
cent compared with the same 
time last year. 

“The video games industry 
continues to struggle with dif- 
ficult comparisons to last year, 
and this is the first month that 
industry sales have dipped below 
$1 billion since August 2007,” 
said Anita Frazier, a video games 
industry analyst for the NPD 
Group, which tracks video games 
and other industries. 

Part of the blame may rest 
squarely on the current selec- 
tion of titles, which has failed to 
produce a highly anticipated hit 
such as last year’s monster-seller, 


“Grand Theft Auto IV.” 
Economist Karr Ingham 
of Amarillo, Texas, questions 


whether there are _ recession- 
proof products or services. 

“There is very little that can be 
considered recession-proof, par- 
ticularly when it comes to some- 
thing as discretionary” as video 
games, he said. 

Recessions are characterized 


by job loss, a rising unemploy- 
ment rate and, importantly, a con- 
traction in spending by business 
and households, Ingham said. 

“In terms of discretionary 
spending, there is frankly very 
little that could be considered off- 
limits,” he said. “ So, a recession, 
and in particular a relatively 
deep recession, is quite likely to 
affect spending on a wide range 
of goods and services.” 

Although video gaming might 
substitute for more expensive 
entertainment options, a deep 
recession is likely to cut into such 
spending, he said. 

In Frazier’s opinion, the indus- 
try’s outlook isn’t gloomy. 

She said June is shaping up 
with any number of “promising” 
games, from “The Sims 3” to a 
new game based on the “Ghost- 
busters” movie franchise. It in- 
cludes voice work by most of the 
films’ original cast members. 

When it comes to something as 
blockbuster as the gaming indus- 
try, even reduced sales mean big 
bucks. Video games account for 
a third of the average monthly 
U.S. consumer spending for core 
entertainment content, which in- 
cludes music, videos and games.

— The Navy be- 
lieves sonar in a planned training range 
for submarine warfare off the coast of 
north Florida will not disturb calving by 
endangered North Atlantic right whales, it 
said in an environmental impact statement 
Friday. 

Environmentalists reacted with disap- 
pointment that the Navy plans to go ahead 
with development of its Undersea War- 
fare Training Center in Atlantic waters 75 
miles off the coast of Mayport. 

The coasts of north Florida and south 
Georgia are the primary calving grounds 
of the right whales, who travel to the area 
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from New England during the winter to 
give birth and nurse their calves. 

The right whale is among the world’s 
most endangered mammals. Research- 
ers believe there are only about 300 to 350 
remaining. 

Environmentalists argue that mid-fre- 
quency active sonar used by warships and 
aircraft to locate submarines can disrupt 
whale feeding patterns, and in the most 
extreme cases can kill whales by causing 
them to beach themselves. Scientists don’t 
fully know how it hurts whales. 

However, the Navy said Friday that 
the effect on marine mammals would be 
negligible.

for the Ocean Conservancy, in Washington, 
D.C., said there were other areas where the 
training range could have been built. 

“T guess I’m surprised the Jacksonville 
area was the preferred alternative consid- 
ering this is the calving ground for a criti- 
cally endangered species. This was not the 
best place to site a training range,” Cor- 
nish said. 

The Navy plans to place 300 sensors 
connected to shore by fiber optic cables in 
water depths from 120 to 1,200 feet over an 
area of 500 nautical miles. The primary 
users of the range will be ships, subma- 
rines and aircraft training to fight subma- 
rines. Construction will take up to three 
years.

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Earlier this year, the National Marine 
Fisheries Service approved the Navy’s 
plan but required it to take precautions 
to protect the whales and other marine 
animals. 

The Southern Environmental Law Cen- 
ter and a host of environmental groups, 
including the Sierra Club, Defenders of 
Wildlife, Ocean Conservancy and others, 
expressed concern to the Navy after it pub- 
lished a draft report last September. 

The Georgia Department of Natural Re- 
sources and the Florida Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation Commission are also con- 
cerned about the sonar. Florida had asked 
the Navy to cancel the project or at least 
close the range from mid-October to mid- 
April when the whales are in the area.

Two years ago, when Iran imposed gaso- 
line rationing amid a nationwide shortage 
of imported fuel, rioting erupted on the 
streets of Tehran. Tighter sanctions today 
would have the effect of a one-two punch, 
adding widespread consumer dissatis- 
faction to the existing tensions over this 
month’s presidential elections. 

The French ambassador to Washington, 
Pierre Vimont, told us recently that the 
situation is ripe for 
exploitation. Restrict- 
ing Iran’s imports of 
refined petroleum 
products “could have

the population. They will suffer,” he said. 
With tighter sanctions, “the unpopularity 
of the regime would grow.

Obama should steer away from any ac- 
tion that could inadvertently snuff out the 
biggest protest movement Iran has seen 
since the 1979 Islamic revolution. By 
playing the protests cautiously and stra- 
tegically, Washington has the best hope of 
keeping Ahmadinejad where he needs to 
be — off balance.

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What happened to 
saving Main Street? 


emember how, back when taxpay- 

ers were being asked to fork over 

hundreds of billions of dollars to 

bail out Wall Street, we were told 
it was essential to saving Main Street? 

Well, in just a few months, we’ve gone 
from saving the banks in order to save 
the economy to just saving the banks. It’s 
the opposite of mission 
creep. 

In announcing his 
proposed “overhaul of 
the financial regulatory 
system,” the president 
said, “Financial institu- 
tions have an obligation 
to themselves and to the 
public to manage risks 
carefully. And as presi- 
dent, I have a responsi- 
bility to ensure that our 
financial system works 
for the economy as a 
whole.” 

But parsing through his 85-page plan, 
it’s not clear how these reforms will ensure 
that our financial system works for the 
economy as a whole. 

“The Obama plan,” wrote Joe Nocera in 
The New York Times, “is little more than an 
attempt to stick some new regulatory fin- 
gers into a very leaky financial dam rather 
than rebuild the dam itself.” For Obama’s 
plan to have any lasting value, says Nocera, 
“He is going to have to make some bankers 
mad.” 

We are already hearing the usual whin- 
ing from the financial industry about too 
much regulation and the dampening of 
incentives. And we are already seeing a 
concerted push from the banking lobby to 
kneecap the newly proposed Consumer Fi- 
nancial Protection Agency. But, all in all, 
there is little there to make bankers mad. 

I don’t expect there will be too many on 
Wall Street unhappy with the massive loop- 
hole the new plan leaves by calling for so- 
called plain vanilla derivatives to be traded 
on an exchange but allowing customized 
derivatives — which were at the heart of 
the financial meltdown — to remain largely 
unregulated. This is very good news for the 
wheelers and dealers who helped turn Wall 
Street into a casino. 

The larger problem continues to be the 
administration’s habit of conflating the 
health of the Wall Street economy with the 
health of the real economy — when, in fact, 
the two economies have become decou- 
pled. The Dow may be up 25 percent since 
March, but the numbers that matter most 
to everyday Americans continue to tell a 
very different tale. 

Unemployment, the single most impor- 
tant statistic when it comes to taking the 
temperature of the real economy, is at a 26-

year high. Yes, the number of people filing 
continuing claims two weeks ago dropped 
for the first time since January, but the 
number of new people seeking unemploy- 
ment benefits rose — as did the number 
of people receiving benefits under the 
emergency federal program that extended 
benefits beyond the 26-week program of- 
fered by most states. All told, over 9 million 
people are getting some form of unemploy- 
ment compensation. And most economists 
are expecting unemployment to continue to 
rise, hitting 10 percent — some even say 11 
percent — by 2010. 

Another indication of the troubled state 
of the real economy is the record high cred- 
it card default rates reported in May. The 
numbers are staggering. Bank of Ameri- 
ca’s default rate hit 12.5 percent — up from 
10.4 percent in April. Citigroup wrote off 
over 1 out of 10 of its credit card loans last 
month. American Express did the same. 
If the numbers stay around these levels, 
credit card issuers stand to lose over $70 
billion this year. And it’s worth noting that a 
number of the biggest banks are reporting 
default rates higher than the “worst-case 
scenario” numbers from the Treasury’s re- 
cent stress tests. ... 

On the housing front, in May foreclo- 
sures dipped 6 percent from April — but 
the 321,480 homes lost was still the third- 
highest total on record. May was the third 
consecutive month with over 300,000 fore- 
closed properties — the first time that’s 
happened since RealtyTrac began tracking 
foreclosure numbers. ... 

And lending — the increase of which was 
supposedly the primary reason for the bank 
bailout — is also down. “If the banks aren’t 
lending money,” Jeffrey Rosen, deputy 
chairman of Lazard told me, “the economy 
can’t get going.” But, according to the Trea- 
sury’s latest report on lending by the top 21 
recipients of government money, consumer 
and commercial lending fell 7 percent in 
April — with nearly 75 percent of the banks 
reporting a decline in loan originations. 

Despite this gloomy picture of the real 
economy, the administration prefers to 
focus on the rising sense of consumer confi- 
dence — even though this confidence hasn’t 
translated to greater consumer spending. 

“Everyone feels mildly better about 
where the economy is going,” is how Joe 
Biden put it recently. Perhaps the vice 
president needs to get out more. There are 
9 million out of work workers, thousands 
of former credit card holders and 321,480 
newly homeless homeowners (and their 
families) who might say otherwise. ... 

If the Wall Street economy is ever going 
to be recoupled with the real economy, 
we'll have to start by recoupling rhetoric 
with reality. 
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Obama to Iran: Let 
them eat ice cream 


n Iran, President Barack Obama 
is worse than Hamlet. He’s Colin 
Powell, waiting to see who wins 
before picking a side. 

Last week, massive protests roiled Iran 
in response to an apparently fraudulent 
presidential election, in which nutcase 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad was declared the 
winner within two hours of the polls clos- 
ing. (ACORN must be 
involved.) 

Obama responded by 
boldly declaring that 
the difference between 
the loon Ahmadinejad 
and his reformist chal- 
lenger, Mir Hossein 
Mousavi, “may not be 
as great as advertised.” 

Maybe the thousands 
of dissenters risking 
their lives protesting

Then, in a manly rebuke to the cheating 
mullahs, Obama said: “You’ve seen in Iran 
some initial reaction from the supreme 
leader” — peace be upon him — “that in- 
dicates he understands the Iranian people 
have deep concerns about the election.” 

Did FDR give speeches referring to 
Adolf Hilter as “Herr Fuhrer’? What’s 
with Obama? 

Even the French condemned the Iranian 
government’s “brutal” reaction to the pro- 
testers — and the French have tanks with 
one speed in forward and five speeds in re- 
verse. ... 

More than a week ago, French president 
Nicolas Sarkozy said: “The ruling power 
claims to have won the elections ... if that 
were true, we must ask why they find it 
necessary to imprison their opponents and 
repress them with such violence.” 

But liberals rushed to assure us that 
Obama’s weak-kneed response to the Ira- 
nian uprising and the consequent brutal 
crackdown was a brilliant foreign policy 
move. (They also proclaimed his admis- 
sion that he still smokes “lion-hearted” and 
“statesmanlike.”’) 

As our own Supreme Leader B. Hussein 
Obama (peace be upon him) explained, “It’s 
not productive given the history of U.S.-Ira- 
nian relations to be seen as meddling.” 

You see, if the president of the United 
States condemned election fraud in Iran, 
much less put in a kind word for the presi- 
dential candidate who is not crazy, it would 
somehow crush the spirit of the protest- 
ers when they discovered, to their horror, 
that the Great Satan was on their side. (It 
also wouldn’t do much for Al Franken in 
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Minnesota.) 

Liberals hate America, so they assume 
everyone else does, too. 

So when a beautiful Iranian woman, 
Neda Agha Soltan, was shot dead in the 
streets of Iran during a protest on June 21, 
and a video of her death ricocheted around 
the World Wide Web, Obama valiantly re- 
sponded by ... going out for an ice cream 
cone. (Masterful!) 

Commenting on a woman’s cold-blood- 
ed murder in the streets of Tehran, like 
the murder of babies, is evidently above 
Obama’s “pay grade.” 

If it were true that a U.S. president 
should stay neutral between freedom-lov- 
ing Iranian students and their oppressors, 
then why is Obama speaking in support of 
the protesters now? Are liberals no longer 
worried about the parade of horribles they 
claimed would ensue if the U.S. president 
condemned the mullahs? 

Obama’s tough talk last week proves 
that his gentle words about Ahmadinejad 
and Iran’s “supreme leader” (peace be 
upon him) constituted, at best, spineless- 
ness and, at worst, an endorsement of the 
fraud. 

Moreover, if the better part of valor is 
for America to stand neutral between free- 
dom and Islamic oppression, why are lib- 
erals trying to credit Obama’s ridiculous 
Cairo speech for emboldening the Iranian 
protesters? 

The only reason that bald contradiction 
doesn’t smack you in the face is that it is 
utterly preposterous that Obama’s Cairo 
speech accomplished anything — any- 
thing worthwhile, that is. Not even the 
people who say that believe it. 

The only reaction to Obama’s Cairo 
speech in the Middle East is that the mul- 
lahs probably sighed in relief upon discov- 
ering that the U.S. president is a coward 
and an imbecile. 

Two weeks ago, New York Times col- 
umnist Thomas Friedman was exulting 
over the “free and fair” national election 
in Lebanon, in which the voters threw out 
Hezbollah and voted in the “U.S.-support- 
ed coalition.” (Apparently support from 
America is not deemed the vote-killer in 
Lebanon that it allegedly is in Iran.) 

To justify his Times-expensed airfare to 
Beirut, Friedman added some local color, 
noting that “more than one Lebanese whis- 
pered to me: Without George Bush stand- 
ing up to the Syrians in 2005 ... this free 
election would not have happened.” 

That’s what Lebanese voters said. 

But Friedman also placed a phone call to 
a guy at the Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace — which he didn’t have to 
go to Lebanon for — to get a quote support- 
ing the ludicrous proposition that Obama’s 
Cairo speech was responsible for the favor- 
able election results in Lebanon. 

“And then here came this man (Obama),” 
Mr. Carnegie Fund said, “who came to 
them with respect, speaking these deep 
values about their identity and dignity and 
economic progress and education, and this 
person indicated that this little prison that 
people are living in here was not the whole 
world. That change was possible.” 

I think the fact that their Muslim breth- 
ren are now living in freedom in a demo- 
cratic Iraq might have made the point 
that “change was possible” and “this little 
prison” is “not the whole world” somewhat 
more forcefully than a speech apologizing 
for Westerners who dislike the hijab. 

Obama — and America — are still living 
off President Bush’s successes in the war 
on terrorism. For the country’s sake, may 
those successes outlast Obama’s attempt to 
dismantle them.

Szele was under probation at the 
time after pleading guilty to inter- 
fering with a flight crewmember 
last June on a New York-to-San 
Francisco flight. 

Authorities say she punched a 
flight attendant who tried to stop 
her from smoking on the plane. 

Szele has been in custody with- 
out bail since her March arrest. 


Jury awards man $5M in 
lawsuit over prison time 


HOUSTON — A federal 

jury has awarded $5 mil- 
lion to a Houston man who spent 17 
years in prison on kidnapping and 
rape charges that were overturned 
in 2005. 

Forty-eight-year-old George Ro- 
driguez sued after being convicted 
in 1987 based on evidence from 
the troubled Houston Police De- 
partment crime lab that was later 
discredited. 

His lawyers argued that city 
officials were deliberately indif- 
ferent to a lack of supervision at 
the crime lab that created a risk 
that an innocent person could be 
convicted. 

The city argued that Rodriguez’s 
conviction was the result of false 
testimony given by a former crime 
lab manager and was not the fault 
of the city. 

The Houston Chronicle reported 
that Rodriguez says he’s satisfied 
with verdict. 


Student says he never 
faked sources in stories

@ EE versity of Hawaii student 
accused of using false sources in 
articles he wrote for the Manoa 
campus newspaper says he has 
never fabricated sources’ or 
quotes. 

Kris DeRego issued a written 
statement saying he “never inten- 
tionally misattributed quotes or 
attempted to mislead the paper’s 
readership.” 

He suggested the paper’s copy 
desk was to blame. Ka Leo editors 
say they’ve been unable to confirm 
the existence of 29 people quoted 
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in DeRego’s stories. 

The newspaper says it couldn’t 
find university records for 21 of 
the people. 

For eight other names, the news- 
paper found students with the 
same or similar names who were 
not enrolled as students at the time 
they were quoted. 

Ka Leo posted a lengthy correc- 
tion of the stories on its Web site. 


Judge expels woman 
for feeding bears 


O NEWPORT — Karen 

Noyes often fed the black 
bears that came to her home near 
the Oregon coast. Then things got 
out of hand. 

One hungry bear stormed a 
neighbor’s barn and killed 60 tur- 
keys. Another got stuck in a doggie 
door. Noyes asked wildlife officers 
to help remove the bears, but it 
was too late. 

Now, they’re all being chased 
from the rural area near Yachats 
as authorities try to restore the 
peace. 

The 61-year-old Noyes was 
convicted of harassing wildlife 
and sentenced to three years 
probation. 

Judge Thomas Branford also 
ordered her to stay away from her 
home and a seven-mile stretch 
of Yachats River Road for three 
years, beginning Aug. 31. 

When humans feed bears, wild- 
life experts say, the bears lose 
their fear of humans and can be- 
come nuisances.

Caroline Maria McNeal of Hunt- 
ingdon is accused of using the pass- 
words of three co-workers without 
their knowledge to tamper with 
dozens of grades and test scores 
between May 2006 and July 2007 
at Huntingdon Area High School 
in central Pennsylvania, the state 
attorney general’s office said. 

McNeal, 39, is alleged to have 
improved her daughter Brittany’s 
grades and reduced those of two 
classmates to enhance Brittany’s 
standing in the 2008 graduating 
class. School officials corrected 
the grades before the students 
graduated, prosecutors said. 

Attorney General Tom Corbett 
said the case involves “a serious 
violation of the public trust.” 

McNeal was charged with 29 
counts of unlawful use of a com- 
puter and 29 counts of tampering 
with public records. 

Each count is a third-degree fel- 
ony punishable by a maximum of 
seven years in prison and a $15,000 
fine, said Nils Frederiksen.

Dallas police say Crock was ar- 
rested after bundles of marijuana 
were allegedly discovered under 
the casket’s cover and pillow. 

The Dallas Morning News re- 
ported the bust began with surveil- 
lance on a suspected drug house 
and the loading of a van. Police fol- 
lowed the vehicle, pulling it over 
on suspected traffic violations. 

A drug-sniffing dog alerted of- 
ficers to the marijuana. 


Council may reorganize 
state fishing-limit laws 


MIE PORTLAND — The 
New England Fisheries 
Management Council has begun a 
four-day meeting in Portland that 
might bring a new approach to 
groundfishing rules. 

The council is slated to vote on 
a plan to allocate shares of the an- 
nual groundfish catch to groups of 
fishermen, or sectors. Fishermen 
who join a sector would no longer 
be limited to a diminishing num- 
ber of fishing days each year, but 
could face shutdowns if their sec- 
tor exceeds its catch limit. 

Regulators, conservationists and 
some fishermen favor the new ap- 
proach, called Amendment 16, as 
a way to rebuild stocks and sustain 
the industry, but some fishermen 
prefer individual fishing quotas.

mockingbird population has 
soared since the species first ap- 
peared in the city in the 1960s. To 
many New Yorkers that amounts 
to more noise pollution.

Qualifer, 17, shocks 
ex-No. 1 Jankovic 
in a three-setter

WIMBLEDON, England — When Amer- 
ican teenager Melanie Oudin concluded 
the biggest match of her life Saturday at 
Wimbledon, she had trouble finding the 
exit on cozy Court 3. 

Still learning her way around the All 
England Club, Oudin, 17, made it into the 
fourth round. The qualifier from Marietta, 
Ga., pulled off the upset of the week by 
beating former No. 1 Jelena Jankovic, 6-7 
(8), 7-5, 6-2. 

“T was just thinking that she was any 
other player,’ Oudin said, “and this was 
any other match, and I was at any other 
tournament — not like on the biggest stage 
at Wimbledon. I think I handled it really 
well.” 

The sixth-seeded Jankovic struggled 
with the heat on a sunny, 82-degree af- 
ternoon, and took a 12-minute break after 
the first set. She was hampered by er- 
ratic groundstrokes. Oudin played solidly 
down the stretch and swept the final three 
games. 

Oudin gives downtrodden U.S. tennis a 
boost by joining the Williams sisters in the 
round of 16. “Super good news,” said Venus 
Williams, who beat Carla Suarez Navarro 
6-0, 6-4. 

One U.S. player reached the men’s round 
of 16 — two-time runner-up Andy Roddick. 
He hit the last of his 33 aces on match point 
to beat friend Jurgen Melzer 7-6 (2), 7-6 (2), 
4-6, 6-3. The No. 6-seeded Roddick is 22-3 
in tiebreakers this year, and he improved 
to 9-0 against Melzer. Roddick’s opponent 
Monday will be No. 20 Tomas Berdych, 
who eliminated No. 12 Nikolay Davydenko 
6-2, 6-3, 6-2. 

American Jesse Levine’s best run in a 
major came to an end. The last qualifier 
in the men’s draw, Levine faced 23 break 
points and lost to No. 19 Stanislas Wawrin- 
ka 5-7, 7-5, 6-3, 6-3. Wawrinka will next 
play No. 3 Andy Murray, seeking to be- 
come the first British man to win Wimble- 
don since 1936. He defeated No. 30 Viktor 
Troicki 6-2, 6-3, 6-4. 

Unseeded Lleyton Hewitt, the 2002 
champion, reached the fourth round for 
the sixth year in a row by beating Philipp 
Petzschner 7-5, 7-6 (3), 6-3. 

Oudin wasn’t the only teen to make a 
splash on the final day of the first week. 
Unseeded Sabine Lisicki, 19, of Germa- 
ny upset No. 5 Svetlana Kuznetsova, the 
French Open champion, 6-2, 7-5. 

No. 9-seeded Caroline Wozniacki, 18, 
made the fourth round for the first time by 
beating No. 20 Anabel Medina Garrigues 
6-2, 6-2. No. 11 Agnieszka Radwanska 
earned a chance to play Oudin by beating 
No. 19 Li Na 6-4, 7-5.

duous first set. The teen failed to convert 
four set points, committing an unforced 
error each time. But when the 66-minute 
set ended, it was Jankovic who appeared 
on the ropes. 

A trainer and doctor came on court to 
check Jankovic’s pulse and blood pressure. 
She rested on a towel while being treated, 
and after several minutes sat up while ice 
was applied to her neck and midsection. 

Jankovic later said she was ailing in part 
because of “woman problems.” 

“Tt’s not easy being a woman, you Know, 
sometimes,” Jankovic said. “After the first 
set, I felt really dizzy, and I thought that I 
was just going to end up in the hospital. I 
started to shake. I was losing my, how you 
say, consciousness.” 

The Serb has struggled all year to regain 
the form that made her the U.S. Open run- 
ner-up in 2008. The match turned when 
Oudin overcame a 5-4 deficit in the second 
set. She repeatedly won points with drop 
shots, punctuating winners with shouts of 
“Come on!” The teen smacked a forehand 
winner on the final point, then raised her 
arms with glee. 

Williams, a five-time Wimbledon champ, 
took charge against the 34th-ranked Suarez 
Navarro, winning the first eight games. 
Williams, playing with a strap on her left 
leg for the second match in a row, avenged 
a loss to Suarez Navarro in the second 
round at the Australian Open in January. 

Bidding for her third consecutive Wim- 
bledon title, the No. 3-seeded Williams 
next will play 2008 French Open champion 
Ana Ivanovic, who beat 2009 Roland Gar- 
ros semifinalist Samantha Stosur 7-5, 6-2. 

No. 17-seeded Amelie Mauresmo, the 
2006 Wimbledon champion, defeated No.

WASHINGTON — In the legal 
equivalent of running up the 
score, the NFL is going to the Su- 
preme Court in search of a bigger 
victory in an antitrust tussle over 
team merchandise than it already 
won from a lower court. 

The Supreme Court could de- 
cide as early as Monday whether it 
will hear the case, which involves 
American Needle Inc.’s challenge 
to the league’s exclusive contract 
for selling headwear such as 
caps and hats with team logos on 
them. American Needle, of Buf- 
falo Grove, III., also is urging high 
court review. Football team own- 
ers hope the high court will issue 
a broader decision that would 
insulate the NFL against costly, 
frivolous antitrust lawsuits. 

At the heart of the matter is 
whether the NFL’s teams consti- 
tute 32 distinct businesses or a 
single entity that can act collec- 
tively without running afoul of 
antitrust laws. 

The case is important to other 
professional sports besides foot- 
ball. The NBA and the NHL filed 
friend-of-the-court briefs siding 
with the NFL. 

Notably absent is Major League 
Baseball, which has an antitrust 
exemption dating back to a 1922 
Supreme Court ruling.

= Commissioner Roger Goodell 
has started his review of the 
Plaxico Burress shooting inci- 
dent under the league’s personal 
conduct policy. 

The league confirmed that 
Goodell was examining the inci- 
dent in which Burress shot him- 
self in the thigh in late November 
in a New York City nightclub. The 
commissioner could suspend him 
if he finds that the receiver violat- 
ed NFL rules governing personal 
conduct. 

Burress still faces charges of 
criminal possession of a weapon. 
He would face up to 312 years in 
prison if convicted. 

™@Former Cleveland Browns 
receiver Joe Jurevicius sued the 
team and the Cleveland Clinic 
on Friday, saying the team mis- 
represented the cleanliness of its 
training facility and blaming doc- 
tors with negligence over a staph 
infection in his right knee that

kept him from playing last year. 

The lawsuit alleges that phy- 
sicians Anthony Miniaci and 
Richard Figler failed to warn Ju- 
revicius that therapy equipment 
was not always sanitized at the 
team’s training facility in subur- 
ban Berea.

CHICAGO — Milton Bradley’s 
temper tantrum was one too 
many for Chicago Cubs manager 
Lou Piniella. 

Piniella told the mercurial 
slugger to go home Friday after- 
noon after Bradley threw his hel- 
met and went after a water cooler 
following a fly out in the top of the 
sixth inning of the Cubs’ game 
against the crosstown rival White 
Sox. Piniella told him to take 
his uniform off, and the two ex- 
changed words in the tunnel lead- 
ing up to the Cubs clubhouse. 

“T don’t like those things to hap- 
pen, but I’m just tired of watching 
it,’ an agitated Piniella said after 
the Cubs’ 5-4 victory.

Islanders kept John Tavares and 
everyone else in the hockey world 
wondering whether he would be- 
come the team’s fourth No. 1 over- 
all pick in NHL draft history. 

For the high-scoring junior 
star, a dream came true Friday 
night when Islanders general 
manager Garth Snow finally an- 
nounced that Tavares had been 
his top choice all along. 

“It’s a special moment,” said 
Tavares, an 18-year-old center 
with the London Knights. 

“Tt’s been talked about and I’ve 
been in the spotlight for a long 
time, and I understand it’s only 
going to get even bigger. Leaving 
home at 14 years old, away from 
my family, I knew this is what I 
really wanted. And to achieve this 
is a special honor and a great ac- 
complishment for myself.” 

Snow chose Tavares ahead of 
6-foot-6, 220-pound Swedish de- 
fenseman Victor Hedman, the 
top-ranked European prospect. 

The Tampa Bay Lightning 
took Hedman, and the Colorado 
Avalanche followed with forward 
Matt Duchene, the first three se- 
lections going as expected. 

The Philadelphia Flyers made 
the biggest trade of the night by 
acquiring All-Star defenseman 
Chris Pronger from Anaheim in 
a multiplayer deal. 

Tavares, a 6-foot, 185-pound 
native of Oakville, Ontario, led 
the Ontario Hockey League with 
58 goals last season and broke 
Peter Lee’s 33-year-old league 
record of 213 career goals. 

“He’s an offensively gifted

“I didn’t see it but I heard 
things and obviously they are re- 
ally interested in having me, and I 
definitely have the support of the 
fans and the community — that’s 
huge,” Tavares said.

ST. LOUIS — Albert Pujols hit 
two two-run home runs, helping 
the St. Louis Cardinals pound 
10-game winner Kevin Slowey in 
a 5-3 victory over the Minnesota 
Twins on Saturday. 

Pujols leads the majors with 
28 homers and 74 RBIs after his 
29th career multihomer game, 
sixth this season and second in 
six days. Both homers came off 
Slowey (10-3), whose bid to take 
the major league lead in victories 
was a bust. Pujols’ second long 
ball put the Cardinals ahead 5-3 
in the third. 

Josh Kinney (1-0) allowed two 
hits in 1/3 innings of relief for his 
first career victory and struck 
out feebly in his first career at- 
bat after manager Tony La Russa 
elected not to use an early pinch 
hitter with two outs, the bases 
loaded and Slowey on the ropes in 
the third. 

Brendan Harris hit a rare 
three-run single in the second in- 
ning for the Twins.

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Ethier a happy camper after homer spree

LOS ANGELES — Once again, 
Andre Ethier’s talent impressed Don 
Wakamatsu. 

Ethier was about 12 years old when he 
attended a winter baseball camp in Phoe- 
nix that was run by Wakamatsu, now the 
manager of the Seattle Mariners. 

Fifteen years later, Ethier put on a power 
display for him, hitting three home runs 
and driving in a career-high six runs for 
the Los Angeles Dodgers in an 8-2 victory 
over the Mariners on Friday night. 

“T saw him as a young player at (Arizona 
State) and saw his talent there,’ Wakamat- 
su said. “He hit three different pitches off 
three different pitchers, and that was aw- 
fully impressive.” 

Ethier gave the Dodgers a 3-0 lead in the 
second, driving a 1-1 pitch from Jason Var- 
gas (3-3) to center field after Casey Blake 
led off with a double and James Loney 
singled. 

He made it 7-2 in the sixth with a drive 
into the right-field pavilion off Roy Corco- 
ran after Russell Martin was hit by a pitch. 
The Dodgers’ right fielder capped his first 
three-homer game with a leadoff shot in 
the eighth off Miguel Batista. 

“Tt was a lot of fun. It’s something I never 
dreamed of before,” Ethier said. 

“Tt’s one of those unlikely things that’s a 
nice individual accomplishment, and if it 
helps the team and makes the outcome bet- 
ter for us, so be it. But I don’t expect home 
runs now just because of this.” 

Ethier has hit 13 of his 14 homers this 
season at Dodger Stadium. It was Ethier’s 
fifth career multihomer game. 

Ethier became the 15th player to hit 
three or more home runs for the Dodgers 
and the first since Hee-Seop Choi on June 
12, 2005, against Minnesota. 

Clayton Kershaw (5-5) allowed two runs 
and five hits over six innings and struck 
out eight, helping the defending NL West 
champions improve baseball’s best record 
to 48-26. 

The 21-year-old left-hander hasn’t given 
up more than five hits in any of his last 11 
starts, but is only 5-3 during that stretch 
despite a 2.48 ERA in those eight outings. 

Seattle’s Ichiro Suzuki had his sixth 
straight multihit game, giving him a major 
league-leading 34 this season. 

Rockies 4, Athletics 2: Garrett Atkins 
had three hits and two RBIs and Colora-
